CONDITIONS

CURRENT SITUATION (as of 12:00 PM on 21MAR23)

Per the National Weather Service (NWS) Reno, snow will spread northward through the
morning, with continued showers this afternoon and overnight. Plan on travel disruptions and
heightened snow load into Wednesday morning. High flows will continue downstream to
Lahontan Reservoir due to releases, but there is low risk for new flooding due to colder storms.
Per NWS Las Vegas, widespread precipitation is expected through Wednesday, mostly falling
above 5,500 feet. Runoff within Meadow Valley Wash will remain elevated, primary contributor
being releases from Eagle Valley Reservoir. Minor to moderate flooding is forecast to continue
through the week. The Flood Warning has been extended through Friday. Per the NWS Elko, a
mix of rain and snow will turn to snow by evening. 2-4 inches of snow are expected in already
flooded areas.
